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Thirteen dead in new 
Honduras prison fire 


HONDURAS (AFP) -At 
least 13 people were killed 
Thursday in a Honduras 
prison fire, officials said, less 
than two months after a 
deadly prison blaze killed 
more than 350. 

"There are 13 bodies. We 
have not yet been able to 
identify the circumstances of 
the incident" at the San Pedro 
Sula prison in the north of the 
country, said Marleny Vane- 
gas of the city prosecutor's 
office. 

"We will have to await the 
results of the investigation." 

According to initial re¬ 
ports by the authorities, the 
detainees themselves put out 
the fire with buckets of water. 

Earlier, police spokesman 
Walter Amaya had put the 
death toll at one. Officials 
said the fire was rapidly 
brought under control. 

"We have regained con¬ 
trol of the prison," Amaya 
said. 

Amaya said rival groups 
of detainees seemed to have 
cause the fire, but cautioned 
he was awaiting the results of 
the investigation for further 
details. 

Security Minister Pom- 
peyo Bonilla said the fire at 


the facility — which was built 
for 800 inmates but currently 
has 2,250 — had "once again 
highlighted the critical situa¬ 
tion" in the country's prisons. 

A horrific fire erupted on 
February 14 at a prison in 
Comayagua, some 90 kilo¬ 
meters (55 miles) north of the 
capital Tegucigalpa. 

The incident, in which 
361 people were killed, was 
one of the world's deadliest 
prison blazes, and high¬ 
lighted the problem of over¬ 
crowding in Latin American 
jails. 

Agents from the US Bu¬ 
reau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms (ATF) concluded 
that the fire was accidental, 
but US Ambassador to Hon¬ 
duras Lisa Kubiske also said 
official "negligence" and 
"legal violations" were to 
blame, due to overcrowding 
at the facility. 

In May 2004, another fire 
at the San Pedro Sula prison 
left 107 people dead. 

The country's prison sys¬ 
tem is considered a looming 
disaster by observers, with 
some 13,000 people held in 
facilities designed to keep 
only 8,000 people.

CARACAS (AFP) - Presi¬ 
dent Hugo Chavez returned 
to Venezuela yesterday after 
spending five days in Cuba 
for follow-up cancer treat¬ 
ment in Cuba. 

"I feel fine and will con¬ 
tinuing doing so, thank God." 

As he returned, the Na¬ 
tional Electoral Commission 
announced the date for the 
presidential election — in 
which Chavez is facing a 
strong challenge to his bid to 
secure a third term — would 
be October 7. 

Chavez, 57, went to Ha¬ 
vana late last week for fol¬ 
low-up radiation treatment, 
after his surgery there last 
month to remove a malignant 
tumor. 

His stay in Havana lasted 
exactly five days, allowing 


him to head off criticism that 
he had left Venezuela without 
permission from the National 
Assembly, which must au¬ 
thorize a president's absence if 
it exceeds that length of time. 

The cancer comes at an 
awkward time for Chavez, 
who is in the thick of what is 
expected to be a tough reelec¬ 
tion campaign. He has ruled 
out the possibility of a re¬ 
placement candidate. 

Chavez faces a stiff chal¬ 
lenge from 39-year-old state 
governor Henrique Capriles, 
who was chosen to represent 
a unified opposition in pri¬ 
maries earlier this year. 

Some 18 million Venezue¬ 
lans will be eligible to vote in 
the October ballots.

White House says no 
decision on oii reserves 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House said Thursday no 
deeision had been made on 
tapping the US strategie oil re¬ 
serve, dampening speeulation 
that major eonsuming nations 
eould use the supply to eurb a 
surge in petroleum priees. 

’T eannot eonfirm that,” 
White House spokesman Jay 
Carney said when asked about 
Freneh statements about a 
move to tap the reserves. 

”I will say, as I have said re¬ 
peatedly, that this option is on 
the table, but no deeisions 
have been made and no spe- 
eifie aetions have been pro¬ 
posed. We obviously eonsult... 
with our partners around the 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russian 
investigators on Thursday 
eharged four polieemen with 
asphyxiating a witness using a 
gas mask as the foree reels 
from a series of torture allega¬ 
tions. 

The four offieers in the 
southern Siberian eity of No¬ 
vokuznetsk are aeeused of de¬ 
liberately eausing severe 
bodily harm and eausing the 
death of a 31-year-old man, the 
Investigative Committee said 
in a statement. 

"The polieemen eheeking 
the man’s involvement in a 
erime, put a gas mask on him 
and beat him up to try to get 
evidenee. He died from his in¬ 
juries," the investigators said. 

They added that poliee at¬ 
tempted to eover up the death 
in September last year as sui- 
eide, but pathologists who ex¬ 
amined the body found the 
man had died from asphyxia¬ 
tion. 

In a separate ease on Thurs¬ 
day three polieemen were ar¬ 
rested and eharged with

Oil priees have fallen in re- 
eent days on speeulation that 
major eonsumer nations sueh 
as the United States, Britain 
and Franee eould tap into their 
strategie reserves to inerease 
supply. 

Sueh a move, whieh last 
took plaee during the uprising 
in 2011 in Libya, is usually eo- 
ordinated by the 28-member 
International Energy Ageney 
whieh aets on behalf of oil 
eonsuming nations. 

Franee’s Energy Minister 


brutally beating a 20-year-old 
woman over several hours in 
the eity of Orenburg in the 
Urals mountains. 

Reports of brutal treatment 
of suspects in police stations 
have multiplied after a scandal 
in the central Russian city of 
Kazan, where a man died in 
custody this month after being 
beaten and raped with a cham¬ 
pagne bottle. 

While officials dismissed 
the torture as an isolated inci¬ 
dent, rights activists and vic¬ 
tims have spoken out, painting 
a bleak picture of systematic 
police violence that goes 
largely unpunished. 

On Thursday, investigators 
accused one of the officers at 
the centre of the Kazan scandal 
of beating and attempting to 
rape another suspect with a 
pencil in February last year. 

He was also accused of 
slapping another man in the 
face in an attempt to make him 
confess to stealing a cell 
phone. 

In the republic of Bashkor- 


Eric Besson said on Wednes¬ 
day that his country was ready 
to tap into its strategic oil re¬ 
serves in order to help bring 
down global crude prices. 

"It was the United States 
that requested this, and France 
greeted the idea favorably," he 
told reporters at the Elysee 
Palace. 

French Finance Minister 
Francois Baroin said Thursday 
it was reasonable to expect a 
move by the lEA, which said 
it was concerned about oil 
prices hitting very high levels 
and is prepared to take action, 
if warranted, given a fragile 
economic outlook. 


tostan, an investigation was 
opened after a 16-year-old and 
his 22-year-old friend claimed 
they were beaten by police in 
March. 

In the same region, the 
Committee Against Torture 
group said it received testi¬ 
monies from two individuals 
who claimed to have been tor¬ 
tured in December and Febru¬ 
ary respectively. 

They were beaten, asphyx¬ 
iated and one of them, who had 
to be hospitalised for 32 days, 
said he was sodomised with an 
iron rod. Their tormentors re¬ 
portedly went by nicknames 
such as ’Gestapo’ and ’SS’. 

Russia’s interior minister 
Rashid Nurgaliyev has held 
public meetings to address vi¬ 
olence in the police, but has 
denied the problem is sys¬ 
temic. 

Russia’s President Dmitry 
Medvedev last year backed re¬ 
forms that included renaming 
the police service and forcing 
officers to reapply for their 
jobs. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Syn¬ 
thetic marijuana, which is sold 
openly in shops and gives 
smokers a high, was banned 
Thursday across New York 
after being linked to serious 
health risks. 

It will be no more "Mr Nice 
Guy," or "Smiley Dog," 
"Spice," "Galaxy Gold" or any 
other brands of the fake pot, 
which until now had been sold 
across the counter in conven¬ 
ience stores and tobacco 
shops. 

The ban was issued by New 
York State Health Commis¬ 
sioner Nirav Shah and his New 
York City equivalent with im¬ 
mediate effect. 

Synthetic marijuana is a 
plant material coated with 
chemicals imitating THC, the 
active ingredient in marijuana. 

The state order said the 
product had been linked to "se¬ 
vere adverse reactions, includ¬ 
ing death and acute renal 
failure," and commonly 
caused increased heart rates, 
paranoia, nausea, confusion, 
seizures and loss of conscious¬ 
ness. 

"The commissioner’s order 
calls for sales and distribution 
of these products to cease im¬ 
mediately," Shah’s office said 
in a statement. 

"The drugs that are sold as 
’synthetic marijuana’ are new 
and poorly understood, but re¬ 
ports from poison control cen¬ 
ters show that they are toxic 
and can be very dangerous," 
New York City health chief 


Thomas Farley said. 

"Because they are sold in 
stores, people may believe 
they are safe, and use of these 
drugs is increasing rapidly in 
New York City. With this order 
we are getting them off store 
shelves and telling everyone in 
New York City to never use 
them." 

The city health department 
said it expects it will mail the 
order to about 10,000 retailers. 
It called on New Yorkers to re¬ 
port non-compliance. 

"Synthetic cannabinoids are 
not marijuana," Robert Hoff¬ 
man, head of the New York 
City Poison Control Center, 
said. 

"They are unique drugs 
made in a lab that have one ef¬ 
fect in common with mari¬ 
juana but potentially many 
other different effects. They 
are sold as herbal products, 
giving users a perception of 
safety, but in fact they are toxic 
drugs sprayed on plant leaves." 

The synthetic drug remains 
legal in some states. However, 
the Drug Enforcement Admin¬ 
istration in February extended 
a year-old order banning some 
of the chemicals used to make 
the so-called "fake pot." 

The chemicals were placed 
in the most restrictive category 
as "substances with a high po¬ 
tential for abuse, no currently 
accepted medical use in treat¬ 
ment in the United States and 
a lack of accepted safety for 
use of the drug under medical 
supervision," the DEA said.

Four Muslim preachers banned 
from entering France 


MADRID — Spaniards staged 
a general strike and took to the 
streets Thursday in anger at 
labour reforms, spending cuts 
and soaring unemployment, 
prompting scuffles with police. 

Police charged and arrested 
hooded rioters and bins were 
set on fire in Barcelona while 
there were some face-offs in 
Madrid, although most demon¬ 
strations passed off peacefully. 

Thousands of workers 
under union banners picketed 
businesses and transport hubs, 
while other groups staged bi¬ 
cycle rallies, slowing traffic, as 
police deployed in large num¬ 
bers. 

"No turning back... General 
strike!" protestors yelled, 
wearing stickers that read: "No 
to the labour reform of cheap 
lay-offs." 

It was the first national 
strike to challenge Prime Min¬ 
ister Mariano Rajoy, who was 
sworn in 100 days ago vowing 
to cut Spain’s 23-percent un¬ 
employment rate and fix its 
faltering finances. 

Ministers on Friday adopt a 
2012 budget set to axe tens of 
billions of euros in spending, 
adding to cuts that have al¬ 
ready squeezed public serv¬ 
ices. 

Rajoy has warned the 
budget will be "very austere". 

Candido Mendez, leader of 
the UGT union, told reporters 
Friday’s budget would be "un¬ 
fair, useless in the fight against 
the economic crisis, and could 
become a battering ram to in¬ 
crease the destruction of em¬ 
ployment". 

Spain’s major CCOO and 
UGT unions called the strike 
over the right-leaning govern¬ 
ment’s February 11 labour re¬ 
form which makes it cheaper 
to lay off staff and easier to cut 
salaries. 


They planned protests in 
100 towns and cities. 

Minimum service agree¬ 
ments kept schools and hospi¬ 
tals open, ensuring 30 percent 
of trains and buses ran, and al¬ 
lowed some planes to fly de¬ 
spite Iberia, Air Nostrum and 
Vueling cancelling two-thirds 
of flights. 

Unions claimed a big 
turnout especially in factories, 
but interior ministry policy 
chief Cristina Diaz said fewer 
people took part than in the last 
general strike in September 
2010. 

Two leading business asso¬ 
ciations, CEOE and CPYME, 
said in a statement that most 
companies were operating nor¬ 
mally. 

Police arrested 58 people in 
the early morning at a block¬ 
ade at a bus station in Madrid, 
while six police and three 
strikers were lightly injured in 
minor incidents, the interior 
ministry said. 

In Barcelona police said 30 
people were arrested. 

At a union rally in central 
Madrid, 56-year-old civil serv¬ 
ice worker Angel Escolar said 
the labour reform removed 
basic workers’ rights. 

Many commuters still 
crowded train stations and bus 
stops, saying they could not af¬ 
ford to lose a day’s pay. 

The strike came at a bad 
time for Rajoy, who is trying to 
show Europe that Spain will 
fulfill its promises to cut 
spending and trim the public 
deficit to 5.3 percent of eco¬ 
nomic output this year from 
8.51 percent last year. 

The government has al¬ 
ready announced budget cuts 
and tax hikes totalling 15 bil¬ 
lion euros but analysts say 
Spain needs to shave a total 50 
billion euros from the budget. 

CCOO general secretary 
Ignacio Fernandez Toxo 
warned of a new show of force 
on May 1. 


PARIS (AFP) - France said 
Thursday it had banned four 
Muslim preachers from enter¬ 
ing France to attend an Islamic 
conference, saying their "calls 
for hatred and violence" were 
a threat to public order. 

Saudi clerics Ayed Bin Ab¬ 
dallah al-Qarni and Abdallah 
Basfar, Egyptian cleric Safwat 
al-Hijazi and a former mufti of 
Jerusalem Akrama Sabri are 
banned from entering France, 
a statement said. 

Foreign Minister Alain 
Juppe and Interior Minister 
Claude Gueant voiced "regret" 
that prominent Swiss intellec¬ 
tual Tariq Ramadan has been 
invited to the April 6-9 meet¬ 
ing organised by the Union of 
Islamic Organisations in 
France (UOIF). 

They said his "positions and 
statements are against the re¬ 
publican spirit, which does not 
do any service to France’s 
Muslims". 

France cannot prevent Ra¬ 


madan from entering as 
Switzerland is a member of 
Europe’s visa-free Schengen 
zone. 

Influential Qatari preacher 
Yusuf al-Qaradawi and Mah¬ 
mud al-Masri of Egypt have 
decided not to come for the 
conference, the statement said. 

Ramadan is considered one 
of Europe’s leading Muslim 
thinkers and was an advisor to 
former British prime minister 
Tony Blair. 

He is known for promoting 
a modernised form of Islam 
and for his opposition to the 
2003 US-led invasion of Iraq. 
He has been barred from enter¬ 
ing US territory since 2004. 

Sarkozy said on Monday 
that Qaradawi, 86, an influen¬ 
tial Qatar-based Sunni Muslim 
cleric, was not welcome in 
France. 

Qaradawi, who hosts a pop¬ 
ular show on Al-Jazeera satel¬ 
lite television, backed the Arab 
Spring uprisings in Tunisia, 


Egypt and Fibya, and has 
launched a fund-raising effort 
for the Syrian opposition. 

That ban, which has now 
turned into a withdrawal, was 
criticised by the International 
Union of Muslim Scholars 
which Qaradawi heads. 

The cleric is accused of 
having made anti-Semitic and 
homophobic statements and 
was banned from entering 
Britain in 2008. He has been 
banned from entering the 
United States since 1999.

Autism cases rise in US: 
study 


BERLIN (AFP) - A new kind 
of blood thinner that conies 
in a pill form and is made by 
German drug giant Bayer 
works as well as injection 
therapy to ward off blood . 

Xarelto, or rivaroxaban, 
was tested in an international 
phase III clinical trial as a 
treatment to treat or prevent a 
recurrence of venous throm¬ 
boembolism, the third most 
common kind of cardiovas¬ 
cular disease, which can 
strike the legs or the lungs. 

Pulmonary embolism, or 
clots in the lungs, are third 
leading cause of death in US 
hospitals. 

The trial of nearly 5,000 
people in 38 countries found 
that the pill was easier to ad¬ 
minister than the two-shot 
regimen of the anti-coagulant 
enoxaparin, followed by a vi- 


PARIS (AFP) - Celebrity ap¬ 
peals for British men to check 
their testicles to detect early 
signs of cancer are a waste of 
time and possibly harmful, an 
opinion piece published by the 
British Medical Journal (BMJ) 
says.

"Physicians want to know 
about major bleeding, the 
most important safety out¬ 
come, and rivaroxaban was 
highly significantly superior. 
This was our most astonish¬ 
ing finding." 

Rivaroxaban has been ap¬ 
proved by US regulators for 
preventing clots in patients 
who have knee or hip re¬ 
placement surgery. 

The latest data from the 
trial, known as EINSTEIN- 
PE and sponsored by drug- 
makers Bayer and Janssen 
Pharmaceuticals, was pre¬ 
sented at the American Col¬ 
lege of Cardiology 
conference in Chicago. 

More details also appear in 
the New England Journal of 
Medicine online.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
number of children diagnosed 
with autism in the United 
States has risen 23 percent 
since 2009, with one in 88 
children affected according to 
official health data released on 
Thursday. 

Previous figures had shown 
the disorder was found in as 
many as one in 110 US chil¬ 
dren. 

The rise may be due in part 
to improved identification of 
autism cases, particularly 
among children under three, 
but the extent of that influence 
on the overall number of cases 
is unknown, experts said. 

The latest report found that 
autism spectrum disorder 
(ASD) is nearly five times 
more common in boys than 
girls, with one in 54 boys iden¬ 
tified as having some form of 
the disorder. 

The disorder was previ¬ 
ously believed to be more 
common in boys than girls by 
a factor of four to one. 

"Study results from the 
2008 surveillance year show 
11.3 per 1,000 eight-year-old 
children have been identified 
as having an ASD," said the 
CDC’s Morbidity and Mortal¬ 
ity Weekly Report. 

Autism includes a wide 
spectrum of developmental 


differences and may range 
from mild social awkwardness 
to complete inability to com¬ 
municate, repetitive move¬ 
ments, sensitivity to certain 
lights and sounds, and behav¬ 
ioral problems. Its cause re¬ 
mains a mystery. 

The data issued Thursday 
was based on autism preva¬ 
lence estimates from 14 differ¬ 
ent areas in the United States. 

Rates of autism spectrum 
disorder varied widely — from 
1 in 210 children in the south¬ 
eastern state of Alabama to 1 
in 47 children in the western 
state of Utah. 

The biggest increases were 
noted among Hispanic and 
African-American children. 

Early diagnoses were also 
on the rise for children under 
three, but a significant 40 per¬ 
cent of children in the study 
were not diagnosed until after 
their fourth birthday.

HONG KONG (AFP) - The 
man tipped to be China’s next 
leader has told Apple that for¬ 
eign firms should proteet 
workers, state media said 
Thursday, as the US giant 
fends off eritieism over fae- 
tory eonditions in China. 

International labour wateh- 
dog groups have said workers 
in Chinese plants run by major 
Apple supplier Foxeonn of 
Taiwan are poorly treated, and 
have blamed a string of appar¬ 
ent suieides on the eonditions. 

Viee Premier Li Keqiang, 
who is likely to be cWa’s 
next premier, met Tim Cook 
while the new Apple ehief ex- 
eeutive was visiting Beijing 


on Tuesday, the offieial Xin¬ 
hua news ageney reported. 

Li told Cook multinational 
eompanies should "pay more 
attention to earing for work¬ 
ers", the report said. 

Cook on Wednesday vis¬ 
ited a Foxeonn plant employ¬ 
ing 120,000 people in cWa’s 
eentral eity of Zhengzhou, 
where he viewed the produe- 
tion line, Apple said. 

California-based Apple is 
wildly popular in China, 
where its produets sueh as the 
iPhone and iPad are eoveted 
by wealthy eonsumers. 

Greater China — whieh in- 
eludes Hong Kong and Tai¬ 
wan — has beeome Apple’s 


fastest growing region, and 
revenue from there is seeond 
only to the United States. 

The eompany deelined to 
eomment on the issues dis- 
eussed at the meetings with of- 
fieials, whieh ineluded 
Beijing’s mayor. 

Apple is still grappling 
with a series of problems from 
negative publieity over its sup¬ 
ply ehain to a trademark eon- 
test. 

Chinese eomputer firm 
Proview Teehnology (Shen¬ 
zhen) elaims it owns the 
"iPad" trademark, and has 
sought to bloek sales of the 
ieonie tablet eomputer in 
China through lawsuits. 

Apple says it legally 
bought the rights to the trade¬ 
mark. 

Xinhua quoted Li as saying 
that China would "strengthen 
intelleetual property rights 
proteetion", although the re¬ 
port did not say whether he 
eommented direetly on the 
trademark dispute. 

The Taiwan affiliate of 
Pro view registered "iPad" as a 
trademark in several eountries 
ineluding China as early as 
2000 — years before Apple 
began selling its produet. 

The US titan subsequently 
bought the rights for the global 
trademark, but Pro view elaims 
the Taiwanese affiliate had no 
right to sell the Chinese rights. 

A Chinese eourt is now 
eonsidering an appeal by 
Apple after rejeeting its earlier 
lawsuit against Proview for 
trademark infringement last 
year due to laek of evidenee. 

A watehdog group. Fair 
Labor Assoeiation, reeently 
toured Foxeonn faeilities and 
faetories of other Apple sup¬ 
pliers in China with Apple’s 
eonsent but has yet to release 
its findings. 


(AFP) - Faeebook will make 
its stoek market debut in May 
with a reeord-setting initial 
publie offering of shares, ae- 
eording to a report in the Wall 
Street Journal. 

The world’s leading online 
soeial network has stopped 
selling shares on the seeond- 
ary market in order to get a 
preeise eount of investors, the 
Journal said, eiting unnamed 
sourees. 

Faeebook on Tuesday mod¬ 
ified its filing with the US Se- 
eurities and Exehange 
Commission to warn potential 
investors that a patent lawsuit 
against the eompany by Inter¬ 
net pioneer Yahoo! eould de¬ 
liver a signifieant blow to its 
business. 

"If an unfavorable outeome 
were to oeeur in this litigation, 
the impaet eould be material to 
our business, fmaneial eondi- 
tion, or results of operations," 
Faeebook said in amended pa¬ 
perwork submitted to the SEC. 

Yahoo! filed suit against 
Faeebook in a US distriet 
eourt in California on Mareh 
12, aeeusing the eompany of 
infringing on 10 of its patents 
in several areas ineluding ad¬ 
vertising, privaey and messag¬ 
ing. 

In the suit, Yahoo! said that 
Faeebook’s growth "has been 
based in large part on Faee¬ 
book’s use of Yahoo !’s 
patented teehnology." 

Faeebook in February filed 
to go publie and eould raise as 
mueh as $10 billion in the 


largest flotation ever by an In¬ 
ternet eompany on Wall Street. 

The paperwork filed for the 
initial publie offering provided 
the first glimpse of the fman¬ 
eial details of the web giant 
launehed eight years ago by 
Mark Zuekerberg from his 
Harvard University dorm 
room. 

Faeebook, whieh is shift¬ 
ing operations to a former Sun 
Mierosystems eampus in the 
California eity of Menlo Park, 
reported net ineome of $668 
million last year. 

Revenue nearly doubled to 
$3.7 billion in 2011, with most 
of it eoming from targeted ad¬ 
vertising gleaned from per¬ 
sonal information shared by 
the hundreds of millions of 
users of the platform. 

Faeebook — the leading so¬ 
eial network in all but six 
eountries, notably China and 
Russia — said it has more than 
845 million users ineluding 
483 million who log in daily. 

Faeebook’s value has been 
estimated at between $75 bil¬ 
lion and $100 billion.

Euro falls on dollar 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
euro slipped against the dol¬ 
lar Thursday ahead of the EU 
finance ministers' crucial 
meeting on expanding the eu¬ 
rozone's emergency interven¬ 
tion fund.

Eurozone finance minis¬ 
ters meet on Friday and Sat¬ 
urday in Copenhagen to 
discuss expanding the euro¬ 
zone's financial firewall by 
combining the European Fi¬ 
nancial Stability Facility, 
used to rescue Portugal, Ire¬ 
land and Greece, with the 
permanent European Stabil¬ 
ity Mechanism. 

To do so would at least 
temporarily raise the size of 
the rescue mechanism to 940 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Senate Republicans yester¬ 
day shot down a proposal to 
slash subsidies for big oil 
companies, ignoring a plea 
by President Barack Obama 
to end tax breaks for firms 
"raking in record profits." 

A narrow majority voted 
51-47 for the Democratic 
measure, but 60 votes were 
needed to move it forward. 

Obama, under election- 
year pressure about a surge in 
fuel costs, used a Rose Gar¬ 
den address to say the nation 
cannot afford the subsidies at 
a time of record budget 
deficits. 

"The biggest oil compa¬ 
nies are raking in record prof¬ 
its — profits that go up every 
time folks pull into a gas sta¬ 
tion," Obama said. 

"But on top of these record 
profits, oil companies are 
also getting billions a year in 
taxpayer subsidies — a sub¬ 
sidy they've enjoyed year 
after year for the last cen- 


billion euros ($1.25 billion) - 
- an amount seen necessary to 
stem any future contagion in 
financial markets driven by 
weak eurozone government 
finances. 

"Risk aversion drove the 
euro-dollar rate lower today 
but the prospect of a larger 
firewall that could lift in¬ 
vestor confidence and shield 
the region from contagion 
prevented a steeper slide in 
the currency," said Kathy 
Lien of GET.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - US 
actor Charlie Sheen on Thurs¬ 
day said watching footage of 
his meltdown after being fired 
from hit TV show 'Two and a 
Half Men," was "cringeable," 
but he is sorry and wants to be 
a success again. 

Sheen, who has started 
filming a new show called 
"Anger Management," told the 
Today Show on NBC televi¬ 
sion that seeing his outbursts 
on screen led him to scrap 


plans for a documentary about 
his apparent public breakdown 
last year. 

"I can't put that back out," 
he said, referring to footage of 
some of the many raving re¬ 
marks he made after losing his 
job as television's highest-paid 
actor after he denounced the 
producer of "Two and Half 
Men," in March 2011. 

Asked if watching himself 
looking so bad felt like an out- 
of-body experience. Sheen, 
who has a history of drug and 
alcohol abuse, replied: "Yeah, 
yeah it is. I just wish it was 
someone else's body." 

The actor earned $2 million 
per show for his role as a hedo¬ 
nistic bachelor in "Two and a 
Half Men" but he was fired for 
slamming its producer Chuck 
Lorre in a rant described by his 
bosses as part of a "self-in¬ 
flicted disintegration." 


"I didn't really have a plan. 
I guess the plan was just to in¬ 
troduce myself to the media 
and America and say 'sorry 
about that'," Sheen, easing 
himself back into the limelight 
with appearances in commer¬ 
cials, said of his comeback. 

But he said he has not given 
up alcohol and will not be sub- 
jected to drug testing by the 
producers of "Anger Manage¬ 
ment," which premieres on 
June 28 on the EX television 
network. 

When Today interviewer 
Matt Lauer told Sheen he 
knew no physician who would 
tell the actor that it was okay 
for him to have a drink. Sheen 
jokingly replied: "If you do I 
should probably go to that 
guy." 

Sheen, in an irony not lost 
on himself, plays a therapist in 
his new show. 


British police media chief quits in 
hacking scandal 


LONDON (AFP) - The media 
chief at Scotland Yard has re¬ 
signed after he faced gross 
misconduct charges over the 
phone hacking scandal at Ru¬ 
pert Murdoch's News of the 
World, Britain's police watch¬ 
dog said Thursday. 

Dick Fedorcio stood down a 
week after the Metropolitan 
Police said it would start pro¬ 
ceedings against him for hiring 
Neil Wallis, a former deputy 
editor at the now-closed paper, 
as a media consultant. 

It is the third major resigna¬ 
tion from Scotland Yard, after 
the head of the force and an¬ 
other senior policeman stood 
down in July last year at the 
height of the scandal. 

Deborah Glass, the deputy 
head of the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission, said 
in a statement that the watch¬ 


dog had been investigating the 
hiring by Scotland Yard of 
Wallis's company Chamy 
Media for media consultancy 
work, despite the fact that the 
force was itself probing 
wrongdoing at the News Inter¬ 
national tabloid. 

Glass said the IPCC sent a 
report to Scotland Yard's Di¬ 
rectorate of Professional Stan¬ 
dards in January 

recommending that Fedorcio 
"has a case to answer". 

"In light of Mr Fedorcio's 
resignation today, those pro¬ 
ceedings cannot now take 
place and I propose to publish 
our investigation report detail¬ 
ing our findings in the next 
few days." 

Scotland Yard chief Paul 
Stephenson resigned in July 
amid reports of own his close 
ties with Wallis, including al¬ 


legations that he accepted a 
free stay at a health spa fol¬ 
lowing an illness, though he 
denied any wrongdoing. 

Another senior police offi¬ 
cer John Yates, who oversaw a 
botched investigation into 
hacking in 2009, resigned 
shortly after Stephenson. 

An initial 2006 police in¬ 
vestigation into hacking led to 
the jailing of a News of the 
World journalist and a private 
detective, but the tabloid in¬ 
sisted it was a one-off. 

Allegations emerged in 
2009 that the practice was 
widespread, but police only 
reopened a full investigation 
in January 2011. 

Since then, dozens of peo¬ 
ple have been arrested and 
News International has com¬ 
pensated numerous victims. 


Belgian art dealer dies 
imder surveillance in 
China 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - A Bel¬ 
gian art dealer has died while 
held under surveillance in 
China for illegally exporting a 
sarcophagus that is now on 
display in a Paris museum, the 
Belgian foreign ministry said 
Thursday. 

Kurt De Raedemaeker, 48, 
had been barred from leaving 
China when he died, a min¬ 
istry spokesman said. Belgian 
broadcaster VRT reported that 
he had a heart attack. 

"Belgium tried everything, 
even at the ministerial level, 
to bring him home. We asked 
for his repatriation for human¬ 
itarian reasons, but unfortu¬ 
nately it did not succeed," said 
the spokesman, Joren Van- 
deweyer. 

The art dealer and China 
expert acquired the sarcopha¬ 
gus in 2003 and then sold it to 
an American buyer, according 
to VRT. It is now at the 
Guimet museum of Asian arts 
in Paris. 

Chinese authorities con¬ 
victed De Raedemaeker of 
selling a national treasure 
worth 1.2 million euros ($1.6 
million), but the Belgian in¬ 
sisted that the transaction was 
conducted within the rules. 

He was arrested in January 
2006 at Beijing airport and 
held in Gansu province in the 
northwest, where the piece of 
art came from. 

In 2008, he was transferred 
to Beijing for health reasons 
and allowed to stay in a hotel 
with his partner, the Belgian 
foreign ministry said. He was 
allowed to travel within China 
but not leave the country. 

The same year, a judge in 
Gansu handed him a life sen¬ 
tence, VRT said. 

VRT, citing a journal kept 
by De Raedemaeker, said the 


Belgian accused Chinese po¬ 
lice of mistreating him. 

"The daily anxiety and psy¬ 
chological terror have deeply 
affected my health," De 
Raedemaeker, who claimed 
he was innocent, wrote. 

De Raedemaeker refused to 
cooperate with Chinese au¬ 
thorities, even when the 
American client offered to re¬ 
turn the sarcophagus to China, 
the broadcaster reported. 

He also refused treatment 
offered by China as long as 
his sentence was maintained, 
the foreign ministry 
spokesman said.

Tennis: Sharapova beats 
Wozniacki to reach Miami 
finai 



MIAMI (AFP) - Maria Shara¬ 
pova advanced to her fourth 
Miami final Thursday after the 
world No. 2 rallied to beat 
fourth seeded Caroline Wozni¬ 
acki, of Denmark, 4-6, 6-2, 6- 
4 at the WTA/ATP hardcourt 
tournament. 

Sharapova, a three-time 
runner-up in Miami, is in her 
second consecutive tourna¬ 
ment final after losing in 
straight sets to Victoria 
Azarenka at Indian Wells. 

”1 started out well and then 
I just had a concentration drop 
but I am happy I pulled it 
through," Sharapova said. 

The 24-year-old Sharapova 
will face either Polish fifth 
seed Agnieszka Radwanska or 
Marion Bartoli of France in the 
final. She lost in the Miami 
final in 2005, 2006 and last 
year. 

Sharapova clinched the two 
hour, 34 minute match on the 
second match point but she 
needed the chair umpire to 
overrule a call on the second 
one after her serve was ini¬ 
tially called long. 

The chair umpire disagreed 
and overruled the initial call, 
saying it was on the line. Woz¬ 
niacki didn’t like it but the tel¬ 


evision video replay backed up 
the umpire. 

Sharapova stepped up for 
her second serve then worked 
her way into position so she 
could eventually hit an easy 
forehand smash at the net for 
the winner. 

Sharapova is now a perfect 
4-0 in semi-finals in Miami 
and beat Wozniacki after los¬ 
ing the last two meetings to her 
on hardcourts. She will be 
gunning for her 25th career 
title. 

The 21-year-old Wozniacki 
dropped to 13-6 on the year 
but she equalled her best result 
of 2012 by making it to the 
semis. She also made the final 
four in Dubai. 


Sharapova finished with no 
aces, five double faults but she 
won 68 percent of her first- 
serve points. 

Sharapova broke Wozniacki 
in the seventh game of the 
third set to make it 5-2. Trail¬ 
ing 30-40, Wozniacki at¬ 
tempted a forehand drop shot 
that landed just short giving 
Sharapova the break and al¬ 
lowing her to serve for the 
match. 

But Wozniacki battled hard 
on defence in the next game, 
matching Sharapova's power¬ 
ful ground strokes to break 
right back. 

Wozniacki then held serve 
when Sharapova hit a forehand 
long to cut the lead to 5-4. 


Jerusalem police arrest 16 fans 
over racist attack 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - Israeli 
police have arrested 16 sus¬ 
pects in connection with a 
racist attack by Jewish football 
fans on Arab cleaners at 
Jerusalem's main shopping 
centre, a spokesman said on 
Friday. 

"Israeli police have until 
now arrested 16 suspects 
based on CCTV footage," 
Micky Rosenfeld told AFP. 

"All of the suspects (were 
arrested) in connection with 
racial incitement." 

He said 10 of them had been 
questioned and released pend¬ 
ing the outcome of the investi¬ 
gation. The other six would 


appear before Jerusalem mag¬ 
istrates later on Thursday and 
police would ask they be re¬ 
manded in custody. 

The incident occurred on 
March 19 when Beitar 
Jerusalem fans flooded out of 
Teddy Stadium into the nearby 
Malcha mall and assaulted 
Arab employees, chanting 
"death to Arabs," according to 
media reports. 

The first reports emerged 
only four days later in the left¬ 
leaning Haaretz newspaper, 
which said "hundreds" of fans 
were involved. 

According to Haaretz, the 
fans spat on several Arab

MIAMI (AFP) - Argentina’s 
Juan Monaco celebrated his 
28th birthday in style by sur¬ 
prising eighth-seeded Ameri¬ 
can Mardy Fish 6-1, 6-3 in the 
quarter-finals of the WTA/ATP 
Miami Masters tournament on 
Thursday. 

Not many people gave un¬ 
derdog Monaco a chance 
against Fish, but the 21st seed 
has now won three straight 
against the American after 
dropping their first two 
matches back in 2005 and 
2006. 

”I can’t believe it,” Monaco 
said. ”I have a lot of emotions 
it is good to celebrate this way, 
playing unbelievable tennis on 
my birthday. 

’’Every shot I wanted to play 
I did. It was a perfect match for 
me. I returned well and then I 
served very, very good.” 

In the semi-finals Monaco 
will face either world No. 1 
Novak Djokovic or fifth 
seeded Spaniard David Ferrer, 
who were playing in the night 
session. 


Fish broke Monaco in the 
sixth game of the second set to 
make it 3-3 but Monaco re¬ 
sponded by winning three 
straight, closing it out on the 
first of three match points with 
a backhand drop shot. 

This is Monaco’s ninth ap¬ 
pearance in Miami but the first 
time he has reached the semis. 

Monaco, of Buenos Aires, 
improved to 11-4 on the year 
and is chasing his second title 
of 2012 after capturing his 
fourth career crown in Vina del 
Mar in February. 

Monaco put on an impres¬ 
sive serving display by win¬ 
ning 71 percent of his first 
serve points as he needed just 
82 minutes to oust Fish. 

The 30-year-old Fish, who 
lost in the second round at the 
Australian Open and in the 
third round at the Indian Wells 
Masters, fell to 7-5 in 2012. 

The hard-serving Fish fin¬ 
ished with just one ace, one 
double fault and won 40 per¬ 
cent of his second-serve 
points.

Booze back on menu at Brazil World Cup 


SAO PAOLO (AFP) - Beer 
drinking football fans should 
be able to savor their favorite 
beverage during matches at 
the 2014 World Cup after 
Brazilian lawmakers ap¬ 
proved a bill suspending a 
ban on beer sales in stadiums. 

The bill regulating the 
beautiful game's quadrennial 
extravaganza received near 
unanimous support in the 
House of Deputies late 
Wednesday, paving the way 
for beer to be sold in plastic 
cups inside the venues. 

Sales of alcoholic bever¬ 
ages in sports arenas have 
been banned in Brazil since 
2003 but the World Cup bill 
will create an exception that 
had been demanded by world 
governing body FIFA. 

The bill, which still has to 
be endorsed by the Senate be¬ 
fore being ratified by Presi¬ 
dent Dilma Rousseff, will 
also allow beer to be sold in 


stadiums during the 2013 
Confederations Cup. 

FIFA had sought the ex¬ 
ception over an agreement 
with its sponsor, US-based 
Anheuser-Busch brand Bud- 
weiser and because banning 
beer sales in 12 Brazilian host 
cities would have hit the foot¬ 
ball organization's revenues. 

The lifting of the ban came 
through an agreement be¬ 
tween the government, the 
opposition and the country's 
powerful pro-agribusiness 
bloc. 

However some lawmakers 
insisted FIFA will still have 
to negotiate permission for 
beer sales separately with the 
individual Brazilian states 
concerned. 

Seven of the 12 cities that 
will host World Cup games 
have laws that ban beer sales. 

The bill also gives FIFA 
exclusive rights to pictures, 
sound and other forms of ex¬ 


pression linked to the World 
Cup and slaps penal and fi¬ 
nancial sanctions for any ille¬ 
gal reproduction. 

It will also reserve one per¬ 
cent of admission tickets for 
the handicapped and man¬ 
dates that 300,000 tickets be 
sold at discounted prices.

said of the lifting of the ban: 
"It's a temporary change to 
ensure the best World Cup for 
Brazil." 

But Vicente Candido, a 
member of President Rouss- 
effs Workers Party and a 
sponsor of the bill, described 
it as a compromise that does 
not fully meet the wishes of 
the government, FIFA and 
civil society.
